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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/28/2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 59 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

I- Claim 59 recites the limitation "the pre-load means" in lines 1-2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1,4,30-35,39-46,59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Grychowski et al. 6,745,760. 

Grychowski et al. disclose a fluid dispensing device for spraying a fluid into a 
body cavity (col. 1, II. 11-14), which comprises a housing (102), a nozzle (8), a container 
(5), a compression pump (col. 7, II. 53-56), at least one lever (120), a pre-load 
mechanism (604). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 47-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Grychowski et al. 6,745,760 in view of Biggadike 6,750,210. 

Grychowski et al. have taught all the features of the claimed invention except that 
the fluid medicament is an anti-inflammatory medicament. Biggadike teaches the use of 
a fluid medicament and where the fluid medicament being an anti-inflammatory 
medicament (col. 1, II. 10-41). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to substitute the medicament of Grychowski et al. with Biggadike's 
medicament as taught by Biggadike in (col. 1, II. 10-41), in order to provide a fluid 
medicament for the treatment of inflammatory and allergic conditions. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 3,36-38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
